Marvin E. Stro mer o f 
Linco ln, chairman o f the Pub­ 
lic Health Co mmittee, said 
the co mmittee felt the subject 
deserved an interim study and 
a reso lutio n pro po sing such a 
study is being prepared. The 
bill serves as “o ne o f tiie fin­ 
est vehicles fo r an interim 
study in my three terms in 
the Leg islature,’’ he said.

The bill, LB367, which no w 
g o es to the flo o r o f the Leg is­ 
lature, enco mpasses the main 
pro visio ns o f two measures 
intro duced o n the subject. 
Basically , it pro v ides f o r 
nursing ho me co v era ge under 
the act, reduces ho spita l ca re 
limitatio ns, and increa ses In­ 
co me levels. 
“The co ncept o f liberaliza­ 
tio n is o ne o f meeting a need 
and a challeng e,” Sen. Mar­ 
vin E. Stro mer o f L I n c o 1 n, 
Co mmittee chairman, said. 
“It is justified where there 
is pro per state co ncern.” 
The leg islatio n was pro mpt­ 
ed by g ro wing criticism that 
the 1963 Kerr-Mills Act was 
to o restrictive. It was sup­ 
po rted by the Nebraska State 
Medical Assn. 
Stro mer estimated the ex­ 
panded pro g ram wo uld c o s t 
abo ut $1 millio n to $1.3 mil­ 
lio n mo re per biennium. But 
he said the additio nal 
c o s t 
sho uld be “clo sely abso rbed” 
by the current medical care 
fund surplus and future rev­ 
enues.

If any major improvement is to be ac­ 
complished in the organization of Nebraska’s 
public power structure, it obviously will have 
to come at the direction of the Ix*Rislature. 
The tyi>e of reorganization that is needed hy 
the state'.s power agencies, particularly at the 
generation and transmission level, simply 
has not come through voluntary action hy 
the districts themselves, however preferable 
this approach might be.

This week the I/Cgislktnre’s riiblle 
Works (’omniiltcf begins ciellberation of 
seven bills attacking the slate’s power 
problems In different ways. With hear­ 
ings schedtiled on Wednesday. Thursday 
and Friday, (hairman Fecil (’raft of 
North riatie and his committee will be 
tackling one of the very complex and \l- 
lal issues to come before the lawmakers 
this session.

Of most pressing concern Is the need for 
some form of consolidation of agencies in­ 
volved in the generation and transmission of 
electricity over the state. 
At present three separate agencies are 
engaged in this activity in various degrees— 
the Nebraska Public Power System (NIM’S). 
Consumers Public Power District and the 
Nebraska Klectric Generation and Transmis­ 
sion Coo|)oratives made up of a number of 
rural power districts. NPPS itself is eom- 
l>osed of two .separate jxiwer districts. Loup 
River and Platte Valley, which them.selves 
seem lo have more differences than agrce- 
. ments. 
Thif lituation has a number of obvious 
disadvantages. 
It nurtures needless animosity and pro­ 
long^ negotiations, both in the courts and 
at the conference tables, over which of these 
agencies 
s h o u l d provide essential power 
plants and lines. It encouragas power supply 
probkms to be approached from the pa­ 
rochial interests of the individual agencies 
rather than from the overall interest of the 
state. 
It prevents the long range planning which 
is imperative to meet the state’s electrical 
needs. At times it works against securing 
the most economical power sources for the 
state. 
Because the.se agencies also operate at 
the retail level of the power business, selling 
electricity directly to individual u.sers, this 
arrangement has created additional dissen­ 
sion with rural districts and municipalities 
which operate principally as retailers.

In all, the existing arrangement has 
failed to offer the advantages and incen­ 
tives to Nebraska’s economic development 
that it should.

For some time there has been general 
agreement am o n g most power authorities 
that the situation will not be aided materially 
until the state’s generation and transmission 
activities, outside of the Omaha area, can be 
brought together in a single agency. It is 
widely accepted also that such a statewide 
generation and transmission agency should 
not engage 
in the retail sale of electricity. 
Among the bills to be heard by the Pub­ 
lic Works Committee this week only one fully 
embodies this idea. That is LB764, introduced 


chiefly by Sen. Harold Stryker of Rising City 
and set for hearing Friday. 
This measure creates a new power agency, 
to be known as the Nebraska Public Power 
Grid .System, which would take over the gen­ 
eration and transmission functions of NPPS 
and Consumers. 
In it.s preamble the bill cites the existing 
imw'cr difficulties in the state and pledges, as 
the policy of the state, “ to create a single 
public organization which shall control the 
o{)eration and extension of such Grid System, 
engage in long range planning for the welfare 
of the state, and provide an orderly develop­ 
ment of future power supplies.’’ 
The bill also provides that the Grid Sys­ 
tem “ ultimately” should get out of the retail 
biisme.s.s and tran.sfer this function to the mu­ 
nicipalities and 
rural districts. While this in­ 
tent is proper, it may be desirable to state 
it more firmly and more precisely as to the 
time allowed to divest the new agency of its 
retail operations.

At the same time, It is Importanl that 
the bill recognize the Intent of Lincoln to 
secure the city distribution system of Con­ 
sumers District.

Tentative agreement on this consolidation 
has been reached between the city and Con­ 
sumers but no contract has yet been signed 
and might not be signed before LB764 would 
be passed. 
It would not be in the interests 
of either Lincoln or the state for the city to 
have to negotiate with the newly-formed Grid 
System to acquire the local distribution pirop- 
erties, after these negotiations already hava 
been conducted between the city and Con* 
siimers. 
The bttl might be strengthened also by 
making definite 
provision for leaving the 
operation of central and western Nebraska 
irrigation works in the hands of local officials 
rather than the statewide power agency. 
Another bill, LB288, moves in the right 
direction, but not far enough. This measure 
is designed to elect the directors of Platte 
and Loup Districts, which make up NPPS, 
from the entire area they serve rather than 
from only six counties as is now the case.

This represents the minlmom change 
that should be undertaken by the Legis­ 
lature, but it would not touch the full prob­ 
lem.

At some time it will be necessary for the 
.state’s rural power districts, which now num­ 
ber 35 and .serve areas as smaU as a single 
county, to merge into larger and more ef­ 
ficient entities. Presently, it would not seem 
wise to accomplish this by mandatory or arbi­ 
trary directive from the Legislature. 
Since little disposition has been evideiH 
among the rural districts to accomplish this 
voluntarily, however, it might be well for 
the, 
Legislature to express its desire 
for some 
progress 
in this direction. Otherwise, this 
area might have to be invaded by the Legis­ 
lature at some subsequent session.

Diem and his successors have, no doubt, 
sincerely derired to build a viaMe independent 
state, but their increasing dtependence on 
American aid, economic and military, has left 
most politically conscious Asians unconvinced 
that 
they have not 
been American puppets, 
pawns of a kind of indirect imperialism.

As militarily necessary as our stepped-up 
military aid may be, it only confirms t h e 


skepticism and even hatred of many of these 
anti-colonialist Asians.

Rea l Pu rp o se 
Rather than being enlightened as to our 
real purpose, Asian students of the .American 
press would be still further confused. 
Statements that we are involved in Viet­ 
nam to resist the armed coercion of the Com­ 
munists against a “ free people” (whatever 
“ free” means in the context of Vietnam) are 
often overshadowed by remarks that 
Ge n. 
Khanh was “ our man in Vietnam“ » Lincoln 
J ournal), that this war is a defense of the 
United States against Communism before the 
enemy gets too close to our shores, or that 
this effort is a part of our world campaign to 
“ contain” world Communism, if not roll it 
back. 
All of this commentary adds up to a kind 
of ideological, though not territorial, imperial­ 
ism; and Americans must learn that the col­ 
ored peoples of the world are becoming just 
as opposed to the former as the latter.

Council Again Denies Liquor Licens e Tr ans fer

Th« City Council has voted 
4*3 agiititt the application of 
Floydm d Virginia Watts to 
tranilto their off*sale package 
licentc from 210» 0 to 1345 
South, 
The Council tied on the fh 
u al vote and Mayor Dean Pe- 
terieo broke the 3-3 tie by 
voting against the transfer. 
Council members voting in 
favor of the transfer were 
John Mason, Ervin Peterson 
and Edward Becker. Against 
were lioyd Hlnkley, Mrs. He­ 
len Boosalis and John Com­ 
stock. 
Comstock said l a t e r , “ 1 
have never said that I would 
vote against the transfer of a 
license to a n y location on 
South St.” 
He ad d ed that there is an 
area, between 10th and 11th, 
th at is far enough removed 
from hospitals and schools. 
Cecil Parker, Watts’ attor­ 
ney, said the new proposal 
would eliminate earlier rea­ 
sons on which the Council had 
denied a 17th and South loca­ 
tion request by Watts. 


He said parking was ade­ 
quate at the new site in addi­ 
tion to its distance from hos­ 
pitals and schools being suf­ 
ficient. 
Opponents to the earlier at­ 
tempt by the Watts to locate 
at 17th and South had cited 
the problems of influence of 
the store on school children 
walking by and the nearness 
to Lincoln General Hospital. 
Lack of parking space and 
possible t r a f f i c congestion 
were also hit by the meas­ 
ure’s foes. 


The attorney warned th e 
Council that the courts might 
not allow a “ monopoly” such 
as that existing 
on 
South 
Street to continue. The area 
now has one liquor store at 
13th and South. 
Noting that his client had 
made the first application to 
move his license, P a r k e r 
urged the group to take anoth­ 
er look at their policy of liquor 
regulation. 
He noted that a satisfactory 
solution might involve setting 
a definite number of stores

that could locate in any given 
area. This, he said, would 
eliminate monopolies, but re­ 
duce the number of l i q u o r 
retail establishments in a spe­ 
cific region. 
Such a policy, he claimed, 
would allow licensees to con­ 
sider their applications before 
making them, cutting down 
the number of requests the 
council would be forced to 
hear.

"Every body else is in bu t u s," say s Bob Van Dcrvoort, 
who has been spearheading the drive to get the profes­ 
sional sport here. 
By every body he means (irand Rapids, Mich., Joliet, 
111 , Omaha, East Moline. III., and I>es Moines, la. The 
latter is new in the Professional Football I>eagu e of Amer- 
ca since original talk s started, having tak en the place of 
a Toledo, O., franchise which look s lik e it will wait awhile. 


Seacresl or Nothing 
The Lincoln grou p has determined that It mu st pro­ 
cu re u se of Seacrest Field or not operate this y ear. At­ 
tractiveness of location and su rrou ndings, plu s the Insist­ 
ence of some stock holders that it be Seacrest or nothing, 
dictates this attitu de. If the program gets off the grou nd, 
a switch to Sherman Field in fu tu re seasons cou ld be a 
possibility . 


Apparently money Is the only thing which has been 
holding u p the work s. The pros feel they can pay fl,« M a 
game in rental for a five-game schedu le, plu s another 
SLUM or 10 as an escrow deposit against tod damage and 
oilier eventu alities. 


The school board has not y et come u p with a figu re. 
An agreement with the pros has been drawn u p with fig­ 
u res left blank . Certainly the su m wrUl be higher than 
the pro« wou ld lik e to pay (althou gh this is not to say they 
wou ldn’t pay it), ru nning all the way from $1,250 to |1,5C0 
a game with an escrow deposit of u p to 15,(100. It more 
than lik ely will not be as low as $1,250. 


Protect the People 
"We feel we have to protect the people of Lincoln, who 
own Seacrest," say s school board member Bob Magee. 
"We’re not ou t to mak e a k illing on the rental. We ju st 
want to be able to mak e something which will help pay 
off the revenu e bonds.’’ 


There cnrrently is a total of $SS9,000 owed oa the 
arigtaal $S75,M0 revenu e bond Issu e for Seacrest Field. The 
aiily pay ments made so far have been two of $$,$0$ each 
from tbe $25,00$ donated by the Seacrest family . 


This leaves $209,000 in Series A bonds to be paid off on 
a regu lar amortization schedu le which Is schedu led to be­ 
gin in 1906 and will be cleaned u p by 1977. Pay ments prob­ 
ably win average arou nd $16.000 or $17,000 a y ear. 
The first pay ment on the $150,000 in Series B bonds 
will be made nex t month. It will be a big one, somewhere 
between $75,000 and $100,000. 
Aid to the Coinmu iilty 
This money is coming from cu rrent revenu es and in 
terest After the final $9,000 pay ment from the Seacrest do­ 
nation is made on the A bonds, cu rrent revenu es will go 
to amortize these, the ex cess pay ing off the B bonds as 
rapidly as possible. 


It look s, therefore, Uk e there will be ao trou ble pay ing 
off tbe bonds. Bu t If rental from a professional footbaU 
team can help, tbea this will be helpfu l to the commu nity . 


This probably isn’t the only factor involved. There have 
been ru mors that University of Nebrask a officials are u n­ 
happy with the professional proposition. Perhaps this is 
what has been holding u p an answer to the pros which was 
promised by Mar. 17. Perhaps not. 
At any rate, the gridiron entrepreneu rs mu st k now 
soon or they ’U be ou t of bu siness before they get started.
